MACHINE. 


It is Sent to Emperor William in

1 have tried this treatment for a num- 
ber or years, and whiio I cannot say 
that it has cured all I have given it to, 
yet I aiM positive tbat it bus eaved 
many a valuable bird tu ine, ns well as 
getting rid of the disease. 


In answer to the questions of a lady 


living near Fowler, "Why do so many of 
my chicks come out of the ejrg de- 
formed?" I would say that if you are 
using a machine incubator do not open 
it to the cool air for at least twenty-four 
hours befnro the time for your chicks to 
hatch, and never until the chiuka are all 
out of the ejrgs. If you use hens f.r 
incubating, l'° not bother them for 
twenty-four hours previous to, nor until 
they are. through hatching, as the cool 
air coming in contact with the little 
chick that has just pecked a small hole 
through the shell causes it to chill, and 
that j.art that is exposed directly to the 
cold air contracts, or draws up. If it 
shoiild be a little foot you will see when 
it is batched (if it ever does hatch) that 
it is drawn to one aide; or, if it should 
1« its little beak, one part will be drawn 
to one side, and always atterwarda bn 
deformed. Some imagine that when a 
chick remains a few hours in its little 
shell prison after it has pecked a hole 
through, that it ought to be helped, but 
let me say that nature's law is equal to 
the emergency; if not, the little one 
would not amount to much, even if you 
did succeed in freeing it, and then you 
will kill many more in the attempt to 
free them than you will ever save. I 
may at some future time write and tell 
you how to set a hen. Xow let us hetir 
from others through these columns.

the bonds, put large sums of money 
into tbe share capital of the company to 
make up the amount necessary before 
the road could be completed, and they 
have not, up to this time, received any 
returns for tlie money invested in the 
shares.

that the builders of the Southern Pacific 
railroad have made no money out of its 
construction.

Charles Francis Janes says: "Na- 
tional character can be traced not alone 
in its boasted productions of art, in pil- 
lared temples, in palaces and libraries; 
it is rather found in unnoticed habits 
and ordinary labors. In these it stands 
in full relief, unveiled, in the very garb 
of nature." 


An Indian trail and a modern railway 


are types of two very different epochs of 
history. A traveler needs but a glance 
at the narrow, filthv streets of Oriental 
cities to convince him of the low stand- 
ard of Asiatic civilization. 


The roads of a country are accurate 


testa of its intelligence. The printing 
press, a common coinage, or the use of a 
single language, even, would be of little 
benefit to a nation if its means of inter- 
communication wera obstructed. 


Barbarism is the lot of every people 


where roads aru unknown. Their con* 
struction is one of the first indications 
of emergence from a garage state; their 
improvement keeps pace with the ad- 
vances of the nation in number, wealth, 
industry and science. Everywhere ex- 
ists this relation between the road sys- 
tem of a people and their progress in 
civilization. 


THE ROMAN" HOAD. 


The Romaus were the first great road 


builders of the world and an analogy 


- be drawn between thoir roads ami 


r j conquests, and one may trace their 


__aracter and history from these, their 
least boasted achievements. 


The Roman empire was the embodi- 


ment of one great idea-centralization. 
All power was centered in Rome. From 
her imperial gates went forth the man- 
dates and decrees that governed the 
world. Her roads corresponded 'with 
this characteristic and "all roads lead 
to Rome" became coined into an adage. 


From Rome, as a center, radiated in 


every direction those roads, whose mar- 
velous ruins yet remain, binding the re- 
motest provinces to the Dover of the 
conqueror. Along these giant arteries 
coursed the wealth, the power, the com- 
merce of the world. From Scotland to 
Antioch, 4000 miles, the Roman conld 
travel by post, interrupted only by the 
English channel and the Hellespont. 


The seven crowned city held in her 


grasp lines that bound distant nations. 
An insurrection, a voice of discontent 
was instantly heard, nnd her invincible 
legions marched to quell the disturb- 
ance. 
The 
fact that they all centered 


in Rome demonstrates the centralizing 
tendency of the 
government. 
Th e 


stern, inflesibleRoman never thought of 
fielding to the difficulties of nature, 
but straight as an arrow, across valleys, 
over highest mountain tops, their.roads 
led directly to the distant object. The 
greatest care, too, was taken in their 
construction. Deep foundations were 
laid; firm, imposing structures built; 
the work once completed, lasted for 


"Such was the character of the Roman 
roads; and today in England, on the con- 
tinent, and in "the far east their ruins 
bear record of the indomitable energy of 
their builders. 


IN THE DARK ARES. 


Rome fell at last. Internal dissen 


eions, luxury and corruption sapped her 
" ,h and the very means of pre- 
j which sliB had adopted were 


employed against her. Hordes of bar- 
barians," gathered at the extremities of 
these lines, swept with reaisilees force 
onward toward Rome, and the second 
era of modern civilization began, known 
as the Dnrk Ace, when law was thrown 
aside and might made right; 


Now, every one feared his neighbor. 


Castles were built by the robber barons 
in which to defend themselves and from 
which to direct their thieving expedi- 
tions.

genius of Charlemagne 


could bind an empire together, but at 
his death all union was dissolved and 
isolation became the law of this inter- 
mediate ase.

He turned to tell the fireman to put off 
iho tramp wltvu he- saw a masked man 
come up to tbe gangway with a guu, 
and as he was about to turn And jump 
off the other masked man covered him 
from the rear of tender. 


Thev then cave them order* to run 


out to Itolinda, after searching them, 
and as they approached the station one 
of them iimi three shots in the air evi- 
dently as a sijnial. He then described 
how "they lefi the engine and tired a 
number of shots alongside the cars to 
terrorize the passengers, and described 
how they dynamited the express t-.ir 
and robbed it substantially as testified 
to bv Miisaeuger Uobei lc.

Evans and Sontag, who had been in- 
dicted for train robbery. They did not 
know that Sontag and Evana were in 
the bouse, but the latter saw the officers 
coming, and told Mainwaring, who was 
in the cabin, to get out, and get out 
quirk, and he took" a bucket and went 
tbwa-d the spring. 


They watched Wilson, and McGinncss 


approach, and when within a few feet of 
the houfc, fired on them with rifles or 
shotguns find killed both. 


They were unconscious that Evans 


and Soiling were there, and had made 
no effort to shoot.

Mr. Hinds made a long and vigorous 


argument and with some shrewdness 
endeavored to make the jury believe

time of it in proving that Evans was not 
natified in shooting Wilson. He argued 
,hat Wilson was very rude and uugen- 
lemauly in carrying guna, riding horse- 
back and associating with Indian trail- 
ers, when he should have obtained a 
warrant and politely informed Evans 
hat he was wanted, if convenient, to 
which failure in politeness, presumably, 
iis death may be attributed.

Hinds argued at length that the peo- 


ple must show that Wilson was armed 
ivith a warrant or authority to arrest 
.hem and that Kv.ins and Sontaji knew 
of it. These men came there with their 
norses and their guns, armed with guns 
and pistols, and the people mu?t show 
that Evans did not suspect that they 
came there to rob him. 


Hind a was of the opinion that the 


prosecution must show that Wilson was 
in officer, armed with authority, and 
that Evans knew this and that Wilson 
was there in bis official capacity. Wil- 
son should have gone there and told him 
all this and politely requested him to 
submit to arrest, in order that Evans 
might clearly understand *hat he was 
not in danger of being robbed or his 
liberty restrained. 


Hinda proposed to show that Evans 


was perfectly justifiable in killing Wil- 
son. Mr. Hinds occupied .in hour and 
two minutes in the argument. 


Judge Harris then etated that he had 


anticipated a contest on this point, and 
that his mind was clear on the matter. 
It was a fundamental rule that two 
caeca cannot be tried at one time, but it 
is also a rule that tbe prosecution may 
show a motive for the crime, even if in 
BO doing they have to prove tlicvominis- 
aion of another crime at another place. 


As to fresh pursuit of a criminal after 


the commission of a crime, that may 
extend over weeks and months. The 
court does not subscribe to tlie doctrine 
that any person has a right to resist 
arrest, whether a crime has been com- 
mitted or not. It is not good law. 


Mr. Hinda undertook to argue witli 


the court over the dcciaio,-;, but Judge 
Harris stated that he was not mistaken 
as to the position taken by the- defence, 
nor in the law of the matter.
